The area sown with wheat for 1934-35, according to returns of wheatgrowers, was 4,130,400 
acres, including 3,868,900 acres for grain. Progress returns of wheat received for disposal indicate 
a total harvest in the vicinity of 49,000,000 bushels for the season 1934-35. On oth February, 
1935, the quantity of wheat grain (old and new) stored in silos and on railway premises was 
34,929,000 bushels. Of this quantity, 8,671,000 bushels were on sites in the Metropolitan Area.

The index may be regarded as an approximate measure of changes in the volume of 
business transactions settled by cheques provided it is considered in conjunction with changes iff 
price levels. It represents the ratio of each month’s clearings to the average for the month 
concerned during the five years 1926-1930. This average is represented by 100 each month. 
Seasonal fluctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in mont index 
numbers have been smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is, the index 
shown above for each month is the average of the actual index of that month and the preceding 
two months. It may be compared vertically or horizontally. 

The index is adjusted to eliminate the effects of Treasury Bill and other special 
transactions on behalf of Governments and the effects of bank amalgamations. No adjustment 
thas been made for normal growth or change of price levels. The amounts of clearings shown 
are the recorded totals less Treasury Bill transactions only,
